British Columbia is now the third 
manufacturing province of Canada, 
with 2,673 manufacturing estab- 
lishments, over 41,000 employees, 
invested capital amounting to near- 
ly $225,600,000 and a value of 
products of approximately $260,- 
000,000, according to Government 
statistics, 


New Brunswick in 1928 produced 
more coal than at any other time 
in her history. The output for the 
year exceeded that of 1922 by more 
than 12,000 tons and amounted to 
251,091 long tons. It is estimated 
that this industry creates a value 
of over $1,100,000 annually, most 
of which goes out in supplies and 
wages for the benefit of the 
province. 


What will probably be the last 
big round-up of horses in the West 
will take place shortly in the range 
country south-east of Calgary, Al- 
berta, for the purpose of clearing 
the range of stray horses. The 
horses will be gathered in one cen- 
tral corral, where owners may 
claim their animals. It is antic- 
ipated that about 10,000 animals 
will be secured. The Department 
of Agriculture is supervising the 
arrangements. 


_Unstinted praise from prominent 
citizens and the press of Alberta is 
given the Canadian Pacific Railway 
in connection with the Company’s 
recently announced branch line con- 
struction program, affecting the 
southern portion of the province. 
C. R. Mitchell, member of the Pro- 
vincial Legislature for Bow Valley, 
describes the announcement as the 
most important made in many 
years. 


“Perhaps the most noteworthy 
fact we discovered was the vastly 
improved psychology of the people 
of the west to that which existed 
a year ;go,”’ commented E. . 
Beatty, President of the Canadian 
Pacific Railway, on his return from 
a recent inspection of the Com- 
pany’s property. “They are full of 
‘hope and confidence and realize, as 
the east should realize, the tremen- 
dous benefit to the whole of Car 
ada of a second consecutive large 
harvest.” 


The number of big industrial un- 
dertakings projected for immediate 
construction on the coast of Brit- 
ish Columbia provides a striking in- 
dication of how that province is 
‘going ahead. A _ $400,000 logging 
railway up the Shehalis River Val- 
Jey, a $1,000,000 mill plant at Che- 
maimus, a $200,000 amusement cen- 
tre at Victoria and a $200,000 saw- 
mill at Port Coquitlam, with‘ about 
$10,000,000 in power plants in the 
Seave Lake District are some of 
the more important and a host of 
smaller projects are also under way. 


_ Practically all Canada’s produc- 
tion of newsprint for export in 
March was absorbed by the United 
States. Of March shipments 
amounting to 127,583 tons valued 
at $9,756,530, the United States re- 
ceived 125,848 tons, valued at 9,- 
617,823. The only other Canadian 
exports of newsprint of importance 
were 599 tons to South Africa and 
1,037 tons to New Zealand. It is 
expected that April shipments will 
show an even greater proportion 
of consignments to the United 
States,

power installed in the United States 
and Canada show that the latter. is 
far in the lead in respect of horse- 
power installed per 1,000 of popula- 
tion. The United States has 10,- 
455,000 h.p. of installed water power 
against Canada’s. water power in- 
stallations of 3,227,414 hp. The 
horse-power per 1,000 of population 
in the United States is 95, but in 
Canada it is 350. 


A steady increase in the volume 


of wheat .exports from Canada is 
noted in the monthly statement is- 
sued by the Bureau of Statistics. 
In April, 1924, 6,085,465 bushels in 
all were exported, as against 5,143,- 
804 in April, 1928. Included in these 
figures are 32,805 bushels sent to 
the United States, 2,972,469 to the 
United Kingdom and 3,080,191 to 
other countries, 


Approximately 80 per cent of 


Manitoba’s wheat acreage has been 
seeded, despite the general lateness 
of work on the land occasioned by 
unfavorable spring weather. Prac- 
tically every district correspondent 
reports a reduction in the wheat 
acreage, with corresponding indica- 
tions that barley and flax acreage, 
in particular, will be increased. 


Alberta provided the bulk of the 
wool sold by the Canadian Co-opera- 
tive Wool Growers’ Association last 
year, 1,062,613 pounds, of the total 
of 2,843,365 pounds of the 1923 clip, 
coming from this province, accord- 
ing to a statement made by the 
general manager of the Association. 


Ontario growers took second place, 


with 636,076 pounds, followed by 
Maniitoba-Saskatchewan, 459,583 
pounds. Sundry shipments totalled 
345,599 pounds. 


The value of the building permits 
issued in 56 Canadian cities showc | 
a large increase during April, «3 
compared with March, 1924. Repre- 
sentative cities authorized buildings 
to the value of $13,452,359, as com- 
pared with $9,162,763 in the pre- 
vious month. Nova Scotia, Quebec, 
Ontario, Manitoba and New Bruns- 
wick registered increases in the 
value of building permits issued. 


Except in sheep, Canadian live- 
stock and livestock products show an 
increase in shipments to the United 
States all along the line in the 
January-February period of this 
year, compared with the correspond- 
ing months of last year. Cattle 
shipments in the period were 11,190, 
compared with 10,310; beef 928,400 
Ibs., compared with 446,800 lbs.; ba- 
con 81,709 lbs., compared with 30,100 
Ibs.; pork, ,165,800 lbs., compared 
with 90,800: lbs., and mutton 2,400 
Ibs., compared with 700 lbs. 


The first annual pow-wow of 
the Trail Riders of the Canadian 
Rockies, which will be held July 17- 
18 at Yoho, will take place in a big 
sun-dance lodge decorated by Stoney 
Indians. The order aims to encour- 
age travel through the Canadian 
Rockies, outdoor life, nature study, 
and forest conservation, and _ to 


honor early explorers. Many noted 


authors and artists have joined and 
E. W. Beatty, President of the Cana- 
dian Pacific Railway, has donated 
$1,000 towards expenses. 


The Canadian Pacific S.S. “Em- 
press of Canada” arrived at Van- 
couver, B.C., on May 24th, following 
a world cruise of five months 
and nearly 30,6000 miles., The pas- 
sengers witnessed a _ remarkable 
eruption at Hilo, in the Hawaiian 
Islands, on May 17th. After a pub- 
lic welcome at Vancouver, they left 
for the East, stopping en route at 
Banff Springs Hotel for a dinner- 
dance. E. W. Beatty, President of 
the Canadian Pacific, who met the 
ship, said that she had done impor- 
tant missionary work in carrying the 
Canadian Ensign over the Seven 
Seas. 


Arrangements are well under way 
for entertaining the members and 
friends of the Canadian Teachers’ 
Federation during their trans-Cana- 
dian tour, which will take place 
August 4th-12th over the main lines 
of the Canadian Pacific Railway, 
in a traih specially provided for 
their accommodation. Fort William, 
Port Arthur, Winnipeg, Regina, 
Moose Jaw, Calgary, Edmonton, 
Banff, Lake Louise, Vancouver and 
Victoria are all planning festivities.

With the exception of British Col- 
umbia, (Alberta has a higher average 
number of poultry per farm than 
other provinces in Canada, according 
to figures prepared. Canada’s average 
number per farm as a whole is 63.9, 
Alberta’s average number is 79.9. 
British Columbia’s average number 
is 98.6. The comparative figures are

JAPS LIKE ALBERTA BEEF 


‘So interested have Japanese live- 
stock dealers become in the shipment 
of ‘beef cattle recently made by the 
Alberta Government to Japan in 
charge of H. A. Craig, Deputy Minis- 
ter of Agriculture, that butchers from 
all over Japan have come,to view the 
stock, according to word received to- 
day from Mr. Craig, by Hon. R. G. 
Reid, acting Minister of Agriculture. 

Mr. Craig, writing from Tokyo, says 
that the stock made the trip across 
the Pacific in excellent shape, and fur- 
ther states “The Japaness are well 
pleased with the cattle and are par- 
ticularly well satisfied with the beef. 
They are anxious to have another 
shipment as soon as_ possible. The 
trade is possible of development, but 
depends, I believe, upon reduction in 
freight and expenses all through.” 

In connection with freight charges, 
Mr. Craig states that he has arrang- 
ed to meet the representatives of the 
shipping board in Vancouver to. dis- 
cuss the matter on his return from 
Japan. 

‘Mr. Craig was surprised to learn 
that the Japanese themselves are pro- 
ducing a very fine quality of beef. 
Thi2 two horses also taken over with 
the shipment, have been sold by Mr. 
Craig, but he states that there is no 
demand for horses of any description. 

There is demand, he states. for 
timothy seed, barley for brewing, 
wool and hides, wool commanding a 
price at the farm of 1 yen 80 sen., 
about 90 cents in Canadian money. 
Timothy seed is worth about 17 cents
